Melbourne,Australia-Feb.15th,1 963 ...On Friday the 15 th,an 
Austrailian dairy farmer reported seeing a "flying saucer 
or something."The UFO sent a horse and his heard of cows into 
panic.The farmer,Mr.Charlie Brew,said the object was about 
25 feet wide and looked like a thick disc."It was battleship 
grey in color and appeared to have a band of glass or plastic 
around the circumference,and a number of protrusions which 
looked like scoops."The incident occured at about 7 : 00 A.M. 
Mr.Brew and his son were milking their cows.When Brew glanced 
outside at the sky,he was astonished to see an object coming 
down at a slow rate of speed to a height of 75 to 100 feet.
